The news of the death of Ald. Geohegan 
reached his relatives, at 148 Wells strect, at 8 
o'clock last evening, the following brief dis- 
patch being received.

A dispatch had been received early in the 
morning to the effect that he was dying, and a 
few bours later another came to the home upon 
which the shadow of grief rested announcing 
that there was no change. Messages had been 
sent to Washington repeatedly during the aft- 
ernoon anxiously inquiring for further tidings, 
but as the day dragged slowly to its close and 
no answer came either for better or worse the 
hope begun to take root fn the sorrowing hearts 
that the crisis had passed. A few intimate 
‘friends had come to mingle their sympathies 
with the afflicted family, and all argued that 
the worst must be over or some reply would 
have been received to the telegrams of inquiry. 
It was thus that the fatal intelligence was re- 
ceived, and its effect was stronger than if it 
had come hours before when all were in a 
measure prepared for it. The mother and sis- 
ters gave way to loud lamentations, and tears 
gathered in the eyes of those who had gath-

friendship.

1863 hé removed with his family to Chicago, 
where he continued to reside until his death, 
which took place Jan. 4 last. The deceased 
son attended the public shools of Chicago for u 
number of years, where he was noted 


as an apt and ready scholar, stand- 
high in his classes. He completed 
his studies at Paris, III., where an 


uncle lives, and graduated from the bhigh- 
school of that town, the close attention to his 
tasks which marked his earlier school-days 
continuing to the close. After bis graduation 
he returned to Chicago and began to prepare 
himself for the active duties of life by learning 
the details of the furniture business from his 
father. Six years ago he formed a copartner- 
ship with Alexander H. Revell, and the two 
carried on business together for four years at 
the northwest corner of Randolph street and 
Fifth avenue, Mr. Geohegan’s thorough know}l- | 
edge of tne furniture trade, his enterprise, and 
geniality contributing largely to building up 
an extensive business. In 1880, at the solicita- 
tion of the young Democrats of the Eighteenth 
Ward, Mr. Geohegan consented to become 
a candidate for Aiderman, but was de- 
feated by A. H. Burley by § seventeen 
votes.

Pirrsnund, Pa., Feb. 26.—[{Special.]—Appli- 
cation has been made to Max Schamberg, the 
Austrian Consul in this city, to secure the dis- 
tribution of an immense estate left by John 
Nicholas Emerich, who died in Philadeiphia in 
the last quarter of the last century. One of 
the is Mrs. John Boss, who is 84 years of 
age, and who lives in this city. Many years 
ago her family expected a legacy from the 
estate of Emerich, who was a maternal grand- 
uncle. It did come, however, and Mrs. 
Boss had almost n ‘bor hopes, when re- 
cently she received a German paper which gave 
a brief account of the finding of a will in an 
old book in St. Katrina’s Church, Philadelphia. 
The matter was mentioned because the name 
of the maker of the will—John Nicholas Emer- 
tich—was not remembered by even the oldest 
members.of the church, and because it was 
evident the paper had never been admitted to 
probate. Mrs. Boss immediately recognized 
the naine, and reported her discovery to a son- 
in-law, John Kessler. About the same time 
letters were received from relatives in Ger- 
many, and the matter was placed in Consul 
Schamberg’s hands. He says the value of the 
estate is $20,000,000, and that it consists of val- 
uable property in Philadelphia, New York, and 
Germany, and large sums of money deposited 
in various places. Emerich was engaged in the 
ocean trade between Europe, Australia, and 
America. His partner in this business at one 
time was John Jacob Astor. Emerich owned a 
great many ships and traded extensively with 
all civilized nations.

Mr. Robert Graham, 
Secretary of the Church Temperance Society, 
read a letter from the Hon. John Jay, in which

JUDGE NOAH DAVIS. 


Judge Noah Davis fully sympathized 
the sentiments uttered by the Plymouth pastor, 
and he sincerely believed that the latter would 
live to see the time when no person in this com- 
munity could drink intoxicating liquor un- 
der license of the law. He wanted 
to see the dramshops closed forever 
by absolute bition. He did not want to 
attack any class of men, but his twenty-nine 
years’ experience as a Judge had taught him 
that, of all causes of misery, destitution, crime, 
and death, intoxicating liquor stood forth the 
unapproachable chief. 

Judge Davis related a pathetic incident where- 
in the mother ot a rum-crazed wife-murderer 
had come to his house to plead for her son. 
He was obliged to sentence that murderer to a 
long term of imprisonment. The wretch's little 
children pleaded for him in the court-room more 
eloquently than he could plead for himself. I 
told that man, said the speaker, that if he 
could give me the name of the rumseller who 
sold him liquor while he was drunken I would 
remit a good portion of his sentence. The sa- 
loonkeeper who would sell a drunken man liq- 
uor ought to ve dealt with according to the 
fullest rigor of the law.”’ 

The speaker argued that by reducing the 
number of licensed liquor-sellers a community 
would be pretty sure to“ get a better class of 
dealers. A high license and rigid restrictions 
as to the manner of selling liquors would ac- 
complish much good and be one step toward

ment Presented at Galveston—A 
Gorgeous Pageant. 


A Great Day in New Orleans—Riotous 
Fun and Good Cheer, 

New Orveans, La., Feb. 26.—[Special.}—To- 
day was the great day of the Carnival, and from 
morning until night, and far into the night, 
the city has been the scene of extraordinary 
bustle and activity. Canal street was particu- 


with people of all sorts, colors, and conditions 
from curb to curb and from “Wall 
to wall of the entire 225 feet of 


line both sides of the street, rising on tiers one 
above. the other almost to the roofs of the 
houses, were loaded with people, many of them 
ladies in brilliant toilets. The weather was su- 
perb, the sky being bright and the air as warm 
and balmy as May in the Middle States—the 
thermometer standing at 70° at 2 o'clock in 
the afternoon. It is not an exaggeration to say 
that from one of the ee ee that 
overlooked Canal street there in range of 
vision 50,000 people. 

About 11 o’clock the fantastically-costumed 
outriders of Rex heralded the approach of the 
great procession, which, assembling the com- 
bined strength of four associations, with their 
moving scenes and panoramic views of their 
subjects, sacred, heroic, romantic, and 
humorous, extended for miles in length, 
mustering 100 cars of scenic  illustra- 
tions, 500 horses, and 2,000 men. 
There was fully a score of brass bands disposed 
at intervals in the moving column. 

First in the procession comes the pageant of 
Rex, in which the Monarch of Mummery and 
Mimics appears uting Solomon, the Sage 
of the East, Israel's greatest King, in royal 
state, seated on an elevated throne borne on a 
‘car of great magnificence, The car and the cir- 
cular support to the throne were decorated with 
gold-work and painted pancis and embossed 
with gems. Beneath a canopy of gay designs 
was seated the King in a chair inlaid with gold 
and ivory and cushioned with crimson cloth. 
The royal attire was as rich as that of Solomon 
“in all his glory.“ He robe was of brocaded 
silk, richly embroidered with gold. His 
ample cloak of moire antique, with 
golden border and tassels; his stock- 
ings and gloves of silk; his shoes 
of gold cloth; his girdle, also woven of gviden 
thread; his glittering crown was studded with 
the richest gems, and around his neck was a 
necklace of péaris and sparkling jewels. A 
lion crouched at the monarch’s feet. A series 
of ancietit lamps and censors on splendor pil- 
lars ran around the oval periphery of the car, 
with festoons of flowers between two harps, 
and two horn-biowers holding those instru- 
ments and dressed in the picturesque Jewish 
garb occupied the space in front of the throne, 
and behind were stationed three Israelite sol- 
diers in martial array and armed with long 
spears and broad bucklers. The car was 
drawn by six horses, and at the sides, in front, 
and rear walked thirty slaves in parti-colored 
tunics and horned helmets, and capes after the 
Egyptian fashion. 

Borné on a gayly-decorated car and preceding 
the King was the gigantic Beuf Gras, a superb 
specimen of the bovine spdoies.. This lordly 
bull was decked with garlands and attended by 
four Egyptian slaughterers in the costume of 
that country. 

In the train of the King were twenty cars 
gorgeously lined and profusely decorated, 
bearing artistic tableaux representing the his- 
tory of the Semitic races, including Phoenicians,

Queen Semiramis followed 
with her suite. Ningas, the Oriental voluptu- 
ary, surrounded by his harem of beautiful 
women. Sardan Opalu, in his palace, with his 
drunken lords and wanton beauties, made a 
fine scene. Nebuchadnezzar, in his glory, or- 
dering the adoration of his golden image, and 
the great King eating grass with the beasts of 
the field in his humiliation, made three fine 
tableaux. The fall of Babylon; the swal- 
lowing up of the host of Pharaoh in the 
Red Sea; Samson overthrowing the palace of 
his Philistine masters; King David receiving 


tribute from the vassal nations; Solomon's 


grand temple: the Phenecian colonists in En- 
gland; Hannibal crossing the Alps with his 
army and elephants; the fire worshipers; Mo- 
hammed and his followers; the Caliph Haroun

Post: There is such a love of the marvelous 
in the human mind that there are many people 
who still believe that me unfortunate son of 
Louis XVI. and of Marie Antoinette did net die 
in the Temple. There have been several false 
Louis Seventeenths, I have known one per- 
sonally—a handsome old man, with the Bour- 
bon nose—who aid not look like an impostor:

modest table d’hOte in the Rue Jacob, where I 
went as a student. At present there is no 
Louis XVII., but there gre some pretended 
heirs of the Dauphin. Five of them bear the 
name of Naundorff, and live in Germany; some 
have taken service in the German army, and I 
have been informed that they have friends 
who try to make proselytes in their favor, es- 
pecially in the ranks of the lower clergy in 
France. 

No serious person in France bellevos now in 
the claims of any false Demetrius.” Still, 
some interest must always attach to the docu- 
ments which concern the young Prince who 
was the victim of the Convention. M. de Beau- 
chesne has written a touching book on the 
Dauphin, which has had severa] editions. M. 
de Chantelauze, the son of the Minister of 
Charlies X., who is avery laborious bistorian, 
and who has given us very interesting works 
on Mary Stuart, on Cardinal de Retz, on Car- 
dinalt Mazarin and his nieces, has been 
fortunate enough discover new and very 
conclusive documents on the young Prince. 
Hitherto the historians of Louis XVII. have 
only known of. two inquests made dy 
order of Louis XVIII., after the Restora- 
tion. One had for its object the discovery 
of the remains of the young Prince in the Cem- 
etery ot Saint Margaret; the other, the authen- 
tication of the heart of Louis XVII., which the 
surgeon Pelletan had kept for himselt when he 
made the autopsy. There was another and a 
much more important inquest made,which was 
kept secret, the King having confided the care 
of it to his favorit, the Count Decazes, who 
afterward became the Duke Decazes. The King 
charged the Count Decazes, who was at the 
time Minister of Police, to find out all the peo- 
ple who had shown marks of kindness to his 
unfortunate nephew, and to acknowledge 
their perilous devotion. M. Decazes was so 
fortunate as to find several guards and em- 
ployés of the Temple, and among others the 
Civil Commissioner, who had witnessed the 
= the autopsy, and the funeral of the 

noe, 
After the Revolution of 1830 all the papers 


placed in the archives, where they were for- 
gotten till M. de Chantelauze brought them 
again to light. Among the emplo of the 
Temple waa the nce’s servant, Caron, who 
still lived in 1817. Caron declared on the in- 
quest that he brought his meals three times a 
-day to the young prisoner, and had taken him 
a bouillon half an hour before his death. One 
of the last keepers of Louis XVII., Gomin by 
name, was found in 1817 in Paris, and soon 
afterward the police found the very last, 
Lasne, who had been a commandant of the 
National Guard in the section of the “ Rights 
of Men.“ Lasne was a  housepainter; 
the agents of Decazes represent him as 
a very honest and good man. Two municipal 
officers, who had rendered small services to the 
Prince, were also found, and Louis XVIII. 
named oneof them Knight of the Legion of 
Honor. The inquest furnished very interesting 
details about the .doctors who had seen the 
Prince. The most important discovery was 
that of the widow of the famous Simon, who 
was found in the Hospital of the Incurables, in 
the Rue de Sévres. There is a feeling of uni- 
versal reprobation attached to the names of the 
shoemaker, Simon, and his wife, who were the 
keepers of the young Prince. The agents of 
Decazes seemed to believe, however, that the 
wife of Simon, far from having tortured the 
child confided to her charge, took care of him 
as a mother. And what,“ says M. de Chante- 
lauze, at first sight seems no less extraordi- 
nary is the fact that the Sisters of the Incura- 
bles were of the same opinion as the agents of 
the police. During the twenty years which the 
Widow Simon spent in this hospital, where she 
died the 10th of June, 1819, she was placed 
under the direction of Sister Sainte-Lucie, who 
learned from her many particulars, true or 
false, concerning the Temple.“ Sister Lucie 
was still living in 1830, and one of her friends, 
Sister Nicolas, who even now . at 
Clichy, has given notes to M. de telauze, 
in which it is said that the Widow Simon was 
naturally good and mild. She professed to 
have only ill-treated the little Prince during 
the visits of the municipality. These visits 
over, she and her husband treated tne child 
with mildness.” 
It would not be surprising if Simon and his 
wife were less ferocious than the Commission- 
ers of the Paris Comniune, who from time to 
time came to see their victim. But if we may 
believe that they did not make the young 
Prince suffer constantly in a material sense, it 
is too well proved that in a moral sense they 
tried to debase bim, that they did all they 
could to efface in him every trace, every memory 
of his royal origin. Simon was a sans-culotte, 
and his ambition was to make a sans-culotte of 
his prisoner.

After the death of Louis XVI. ali the courts of 
Europe had recognized young Louis XVII. as 
the King of France; Marie Antoinette treated 
him at once, though they were both in prison, 
as a King. Numerous conspiracies were formed 
in order to free tlie prisoners of the Temple. 
The convention was alarmed. The death of Marie 
Antoinette was resolved on, but she was first 
separated from her son, M. de Chantelauze 
says that the most dangerous conspiracy made 
for the rescue of Louis XVII. was that of Mi- 


chonis was oné of the guards placed by the 
Municipality of Paris at the Temple; he and 
four others, moved by the spectacle of the mis- 
fortunes of the royal family, planned their es- 
cape. Simon, who was also a municipal guard- 
jan, discovered and denounced the plot. Mi- 
chonis and another died on the scaffold. In 
order to recompense Simon, the tonvention 
gave him the whole charge of the education of 
the Prince, At the same time he was to act as 
a spy near the Queen and Mme. Eliza He 
was charged to collect all possible information, 
even from the mouth of Louis XVII., for the 
trial of the Princesses. By the most atrocious 
coercive measures Simon forced the young 
Prince to become one of the accusers of his 
mother and of his aunt, and to become an un- 
conscious instrument of their fate. 

A fact on which M. de Chantelauze much in- 
sists is this: Simon was determined to ruin the

sion ef which he seemed to have been proud. 
He tormented and brutalized the child as lo 
as could hope to get a word from him whic 
could be used against Marie Antoinette. After 
her execution the brute seems to have become 
milder; Simon made himself a companion of 
the innocent child, and played with him in his 
prison. While the Queen was still alixe Simon 
cut the beautiful locks of Louis, todk off the 
mourning dresees, and gave him the costume 
of the sans-culottes, with the red Phrygian 
cap. He forced him towash his room and to 
clean it. He taught him obscene songs; he 
refused to give him his food if he did not sing 
** Marseillaise.”

THE DYNAMITE EXPLOSION AT VICTORIA STA- 
or TION, 

Loxpox, Feb. 26.—Col. Majendie, who critic- 
ally examined the ruins at the Victoria Rail- 
way Station, thinks the explosion was due not 
to gas, but to some powerful compound. A re- 
port is current that a parcel was left in the 
cloak-room that was intended for use against 
the Houses of Parliament tonight, and that it 
exploded accidentally.

[Jean Paul Adam Schramm was born Dec. 1, 1789 
at Arras, entered the army of the First Napoleon 
when only 10 years of age, was decorated and made 
a Lieutenant of infantry after the battle of Aus- 
terlitz, and for valor at the siege of Dantzic in 1807 
guined a Captaincy.

ERMINAL CHARGES. 


Officials. 


Both Parties Agree that There Should Be No 
Conflict and Agree upon a Commit- 
tee of Adjustinent. | 


The Receivers’ Association recently appoint 
ed a committee consisting of E. B. Baldwin, C. 


railroad officiais-and secure, if possible, some 
modification of the recently-adopted tariff for 
railroad terminal charges for grain arriving at 
Chicago. 
A meeting of the oommittee was held yester- 
day at which were present representatives of 
the Illinois Central, Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy, Chicago & Northwestern, and Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroads. _ 
The Receivers wished it to be understood at 
the outset that they desired no controversy 
with the railroads, and stated that they had 
sought the meeting with the representatives 
of the various railroads that they might, on 
common ground, confer with each other upon 
matters of common interest and for their mu- 
tual good. Any policy calculated to benefit the 
grain receiving interest would also prove bene- 
ficial to the railroads. On the other hand, that 
which would divert grain from Chicago at the 
expense of the business of grain receivers 
would to a greater or less extent unfavorably 
affect the interests of the so-called Chicago 
railroads. The opinion was then expressed that 
the effect of enforcing the recently-adopted 
tariff of terminal charges was to divert grain 
from this market. 
After considerable discussion it was, on mo- 
tion of Mr. Tucker, of the Illinois Central, sec- 
onded by Mr. Ripley, of the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quiney, voted that the matter under dis- 
cussion be referred to acommittee of seven. It 
was thought that a conclusion satisfactory to 
ail parties interested would be reached. 
SWITCHING CHARGES. 
The local charges on grain, said a receiver 
to a TRIBUNE reporter, are pretty large com- 
pared with general freight charges, and the ob- 
ject of the meeting was to see if they could be 
done away with. The railroad men seemed in- 
clined to do what is fair—to do all they can in 
the matter. There is a. switching charge, for 
instance, of $3 a car on grain that is held out 
for reinspection. We want to avoid paying 
that, provided the grain, when reinspected, 
passes into a higher grade. Some of the ele- 
vators are already full—say those on the Bur- 
ington & Quincy Road—and any grain that 
comes bere eonsigned to the Armour-Dole cle- 
vators is held out on the track, and instantly 
there is aswitching charge—$1 for pulling a car 
off the main track and $2 for taking it 
from the side-track to any place. It 
seems to the trade that that is an injustice— 
that the road should either furnish storage for 
the grain, or, if the commission merchant 
makes some other disposition of it, it is hardly 
fair to charge him $3 a car more than would 
have been charged if the grain nad gone into 
the elevator. The trouble is largely due to the 
fact that last year’s crop of corn was badly in- 
jured by frost, and didn’t cure properly. That 
corn is being rushed to market, and is ins gected 
into the lower grades; and that seems to be the 
way the corn 1s going to grade for the next few 
months. That being the case, these lower 
grades of corn will be held out of store and 
sold on track or on Eastern cars; and if things 
go on as at present these charges will con- 
tinue. So the receivers desire the railroads to 
to drop the charge of $3, which adds to the 
— the grain and is quite a 
ardship to the shipper, as he buys corn at a 
low price, and these terminal charges added to 
the freight are very burdensome. .\ great 
many shippers send their grain around Chicago 
on account of these charges, because Peoria, 
St. Louis, and neighboring cities have none of 
them, the shippers preferring to have their 
grain go intoa higher grade and get a less price 
for it than to send it here and have it go into 
lower grades and get more for it and have these 
charges put into the account of sales. 
COST OF RUNNING A SWITCH-ENGINE. 
“The railroads naturally feel that they 
ought to get pay for switching. They claim 
that it costs $24 aday to run a switch-engine. 


gine went to the Stock-Yards fora car of meat. 
The ¢ar was sent down into the interior, and all 
the freight the company got was 811. It took 
the engine all day to get that car, and the rail- 
road-man asked wko would pay the company 
the $13 it lost on that job. But there is no 
question that the terminal charges in Chicago 
are the most aggravating thing that the com- 
mission man has to contend with.

Chicago 
bas the termina! charges and St. Louis not, and 
that city is getting the grain back again. These 
charges on grain shipped from Illinois amount 
to about 10 per cent of the whole freight 
charge, and that seems to be altogether too 
much.” 
INDIVIDUAL VIEWS. 


“Mr. Ripley, of the Burlington, stated that 
90 per cent of all the grain on that road came 
to Chicago, and he proposed to have it continue 
doing so—would try to fix the rates so as to 
bring it here. Mr. Tucker, of the Illinois Cen- 
tral, said they were doing everything they 
could and keep out of State’s Prison to bring 
grain to Chicago. The companies are restricted 
by the Railway Commissioners; if they were 
not they would undoubtedly be freer to act. 
But that law has in many instances done a 
great deal of good. Mr. Pope said that the 
only way out of the trouble he could see was 
to build transfer elevators, so that when grain 
was going East the cars could be taken into 
a transfer elevator, unloaded, and the 
grain run into other cars. In this way 
the companies could gain time, as at 
present the grain is shoveled from one car into 
avother. The objection to this plan was tif®ex- 
pense of switching. The cars would have to be 
brought into the city and taken out to the ele- 
vators, as they couldn't be dropped on the way 
in, since the grain would have to be 
REFERRED TO A COMMITTEE. 

All the railroad officiais at the meeting ex- 
ressed themselves as desirous of doing every- 
ing they could that would be fair—of having 
a uniform charge that would be satisfactory to 
all interested; and the matter was referred to a 
committee for adjustment. The railroad-men 
are to select three, and the grain-receivers 
four. Nobody has been appointed yet, but my 
impression is that Mr. Baldwin, Mr. Culver, Mr. 
Beebe, and Mr., Pope will represent the re- 
ceivers. We feel that we have ground for 
complaint, and want to come to an amicable 
arrangement with the railroads, preferring to 
take the course we have rather than to appeal 
to the Warehg@use Commissioners to decide the

Failure of the Printing Firm of Joel J. 
& Charles I.. Spalding, of Chicago. 
The old-established firm of Joel J. & Charles 
L. Spalding, located at Nos. 158 and 160 South 
Clark street, failed yesterday, the liabilities be- 
ing estimated at $25,000; nominal assets, $40,- 
000, and the actual assets $20,000. "A chattel- 
mortgage ov the stock and presses given by the 
firm to 8. W. Ransom, President of the Union 
Trust Company, to secure a loan of $3,500 was 
foreclosed during the day, and a confession of 
judgment in preference for the foliowing- 
named creditors entered by Joel J. Spulding: 
Martha J. Spalding. $1,238; Edward A. Blake, 
$685; James H. Coyhe, $349; Thomas Parker, 
$908; Stewart Spalding, $407; J. S. McDonald, 
$657; R. H. C. Valentine, $817.50. 

The premises were taken possession of last 
evening by Deputy-Sheriff A. C. Potter. The 
firm was one of the oldest in Chicago and lost 
about $60,000 by the big fire in 1871, but never- 
theless paid 100 cents on every dollar of its in- 
debtedness. At that time the payment of so 
much money and the succeeding shrinkage in 
the value of real estate—a’ large amount of. 
which was held by Charles L. Spalding—tforced 
the concern into bankruptcy in 1875. The cred- 
itors finally compromised on a payment of 25 
cents on the dollar, but this settlement and the 
later effort to do too much business without 
sufficient capital has left the firm in a crippled 
condition ever since then. This state of affairs 
has been well known on the street, and 
in fact the failure has been expected for 
the last two years.

A TALK WITH MR. GARRETT. 

Last week Mr. Clarke was in the Bast and he 
went to Baltimore and had a conference with 
Mr. Robert Garrett, acting President of the 
Baltimore & Ohio. Mr. Garrett was made-ac- 
quainted with the condition of affairs. He was 
informed that the cost of the land would not be

Under these circumstances Mr. Clarke said 
the Illinois Central could not do otherwise than 
to withdraw from the proposition to purchase 

the three blocks on the Lake-Front and let the 
Michigan Central and Baltimore & Ohio fight 
out the quegtion about their purchase among 
themselves. As far as he knew, the Michigan 
Central was still willing to take the land at the

Attorney Cocke, of San Antonio, is here in

A Description of the Post-Office on

A Powerful Reply to His Recently Pub- 
lished Paper on National 
Politics. 


The Present Rebellion of the Solid Seuth and 
the Method of Suppressing It. 


[The author of the following letter, the Rev. 
C. S. Smith, is the colored man who created 
such a sensation at the recent meeting of the 
Republican State Central Committee in this 
city by his eloquent speech on what the future 
policy of the party should be.)

It is ever the misfortune of the idealist to 
assume a state of affairs that is prospective 
and possible rather than to treat of conditions 
that are present and actual, and into this 
dreamland of fancied Mality the mind of Mr. 
MacVeagh must have been wandering when he 
wrote his much-praised paper on The Next 
Presidency.“ He fondly fancies that the War 
is over (a term that is a mienomer when ap- 
plied to the late Rebellion); that the angels of 
peace reign supreme and undisturbed; that the 
supremacy and authority of the Nation are 
everywhere acknowledged and obeyed; that 
the constitutional rights of the citizen are uni- 
versally respected; and that the various ave- 
nues leading to the pursuit of happiness are 
free and unobstructed to the tread of “fifty 
milion of freemen.““ A beautiful rbetorical 
fantasm, indeed.

The members of the same household 
cannot make war against each other while 
within its inclosure—they can rebel. The 
Government is a parent, the members whereof 
constitute a household; one portion can rebel 
against the other, or against the parental 
authority, but canmpt make war.“ War can 
only be conducted between different peoples 
inhabiting different countries, under separate 
Government’ Tue early history of the late 
unpleasantnc is shows that it was universaliy 
spoken of as the rebellion,“ and not as the 
War”; and all the official proclamations of 
President Lincoln bear such phrases. and 
properly, too, as the people whereof shall be 
in rebellion,’’ or the people whereof are in 
rebellion.’ His memorable first call for troops 
was to ‘suppress the rebellion.” 

But it may be said that the organization of 
the Southern Confederacy changed the conflict 
from a rebellion into a war. Not so. The so- 
culled Confederacy never had a rightful and 
legal existence, and its deluded adherents and 
supporters were no more aliens or beyond the 
scope and reach of the National authority after | 
it was hatched than they were before. There 
never was a time when the National arm was 
so shortened that it could not extend beyond 
Mason and Dixon's line. By constitutional 
right it always reached, as it does now, toevery 
section of our common domain. Nature has 
cemented this country into a oneness by bonds 
which no human power can dissolve. So long 
as sun and moon endure there will be found in 
this land a common people, speaking a common” 
lunguage, united by common ties, fulfilling a 
common destiny. To apply the term war to 
the late conflict is to dignify°treaspn, and to 
acknowledge the right ot a part of the members 
of the body politic to alienate themselves 
from the general whole, unfurl an ensign 
entitied to the respect of the parent Govern- 
nient, and they themselves to be treated asa 
foreign Power. Those who followed the fort- 
unes of the ** Lost Cause’’ werein rebellion, and 
as such were properly called Rebels—a fact 
which, unfortunately, is true of not a few of 
them now, and rebellion is not yet at an end. 
In support of this ict us briefly trace the pro- 
gressive stages in the purposes and changes of 
the Rebellion. 

THE SECOND REBELLION. 

From 1861 to 1865 there was a rebellion for 
the dismemberment of the Union, out ot which 
— the broadening ot the circle of physical 
reedom so as to include 4,000,000 slaves—a 
condition that was made permanent by the 
adoption of the thirteenth amendment.

the former siaves with civil freedom. Against 
their exercise of this new freedom—against 
the authority that bestowed it—a rebellion was 
instituted, which continued from 1868 to 1870, 
and which made possible and necessary the 

of the fifteenth, amendment, which 
invested the new members ot the civil compact 
with political freedom, and admitted them into 
the temple of American citizenship. Against 
their exercise of this additional boon—against 
the authority that conferred it—a rebellion was 
institnted fn 1890, which has continued until 
the present time, still exists, and will until the 
Government gives to the aggrieved persons 
protection that itis pledged to afford, or 
2 exercise their inherent right of self-de- 
ense. 

The Rebepion that began in 1861 for the dis- 
memberment of the Union is ended; that 
which was organized in 1870 is still in force; 
and every person who gives to it aid and sup- 
port is a rebel not only against the constitu- 
tional rights of sovereign citizens, but against 
the Government and authority’ that conferred 
them. The rebellion of the present is as much 
in defiance of the Constitution and power of 
the Nation as was the Rebellion of 1861: and 
it remains to be seen whether the mighty will

An Arraignment and Sharp Criticism 
of the Railway and Warehouse 
Board. ; 
KANKAKEE, III., Feb. 25.—(Editorof The Trib- 
une. — The excellent paper in Saturday’s Trip- 
UNE by Mr. Adelbert Hamilton is deserving of 
more than a passing notice. He is entitled to 
the thanks of the public for his concise state- 
ment of the law. Few shippers know what 
their rights are under the law, and still fewer 
dare assert them. It is only where large 
amounts are involved that parties aggrieved 
ean afford to seek redress in the courts, and 
the raitroads usually make such concessions to 
large shippers, whereby they have an advantage 
over the smaller ones, that it is not to their in- 
terest to carry a case into the eourts. 

There is no longer any doubt about the law. 
The courts have uniformly decided that the 
roads cannot make unjust discriminations in 

their charges for the transportation of freight, 

The important question is, How are the peo- 
ple to have the benefit of the law?—the farmer 
who ships one car-load of cattie per year and a 
dozen Car-loads of corn, or the country dealer 
in the small towns who supplies the people 
with their groceries, dry goods, and farm ma- 
chinery? That-they have a legal remedy there 
is no doubt, but is it of any practical benefit to 
have this legal remedy? Experience has an- 
swered this question in the negative. Sup- 

the railroad nas charged A $10 more for 
his one éar-load of cattle to Cihcago than it 
charges B, who makes it his business to buy 
up the farmers’ cattle and ships them to the 
same market. Legally A may tecover 
back this excess, and in Illinois three 
times the amount, but it will cogt him five times 
the umount recovered to get it by litigation. 
The roads are taking advantage of this fact, 
and are constantly defying the law and making 
unjust discriminations against the small deal- 
ers. Thus they are increasing the power ot the 
railrdéad-made monopolies and crushing the 
life out of all the small dealers. That this is a 
monstrous evil no one will deny. Mr. Adelbert 
Hamilton has stated the case so aptly that I re- 
peut it: A railway company must charge one 
price to all who desire identical service. This 
rule must be applied without fear or favor. 
Whether the shipper is rich or r, humble or 
powerful; whether he ships large quantities or 
small quantities, long distances or short dis- 
tances, the price must be the same as is 
charged ali others for the same service that he 
desires.” 

This is the golden rule that must be applied 
to our railroad system, and when it is applied 
these railroad-made monopoli¢s will die, and 
not till then. 9 

Few people are aware of the extent of these 
monopolies. Take the case of hght. Ten thou- 
sand people obfain material for their light at 
this city. Ais the agent-of this monopoly. 
Every consumer of oil must buy of this dealer. 
It an opposition dealer purchases a car-load of 
oil in Chicago or Cleveland he is charged as 
much there as it can be purchased for from A at 
Kankakee. If he buys at Chieago or Cleveland 
he loses the freight to Kankakee. This would 
not be possible if the teansportation monopoly 
had not united with the oil monopoly and 
unjustly discriminated in favor of a special 
dealer. ‘ 

And this illustration is true of all other ir- 
2 places and of many other articles beside 
0 

Nhe people of Illinois sought to destroy this 
transportation robber when they provided in 
the Constitution that the General Assembly 
shall from time to time pass laws establishing 
reasonabie maximum rates of charges for the 
transportation of passengers and freight on the 
different railroads in the State,“ and in pursu- 
ance thereof providing by law that if any rail- 
road company “shall make any unjust dis- 
crimination in its rates or charges of toll or 
compensation for the transportation of pas- 
sengers or freight : it sball be 
deemed guiity of having violated the provis- 
ions of this aet, and upon conviction shall be 
dealt with as hereinafter provided.“ 

It is then provided that if any “railroad cor- 
poration is guilty of . extortion or of making 
any unjust discriminations as to passenger or 
freight rates ther be fibed-in any 
sum not less than $1,000 nor more than $5,000 
for the first offense,’’ and for subsequent of- 
fenses the fine is increased to $25,000. 

It the Legislature had stopped there it is very 

“reasonable to suppose that parties aggrieved 
would have enforeed the law and its penalties 
through roper law officers, just as the law 
is entorced nst any other lawless persons 
who trample upon the law. 1 

But the Legislature feared that the power of 
the transportation monopolies would be so 
great that the enforcement of the law must 
not be left to the usual law officers, and there- 
upon provided for a commission, whose duty it 
is to see that such railroad companies, 4 
their officers, Directors, managers, lessees, 
agents, and employés comply with the laws of 
this State now in foree, or which shall here- 
after be in force concerning them; whenever it 
shall.come to their knowledge, either upon 
complaint or otherwise, or y shall have rea- 
son to believe that any such law or laws have 
been violated, they shall prosecute or cause to 
be prosecuted all corporations og persons 
guilty of such violation“. t 

The law further provides that they shall de- 
mand the services of the Attorney-General and 
ali State’s Attorneys in prosecuting the violat- 
ors of this law. 

This law has been in force since July 1, 1871. 
The Railroad and Warehouse Commission has 
been in existence the same length of time. 
There is no ambiguity about the law nor about 
the duty of the Commissioners. Every railroad 
in the State is daily and hourly operating its 
lines in open violation of the law, favoring 
triends and tamily connections in some in- 
stances, and railroad-made monopolies, at the 
expense of the stockholders, and to the injury 
of the dealers not favored, and against the 
general public good. 

During these twelve years what actual prog- 
ress has been made in protecting the people 
against the transportation extortioners? , 

Qne case was prosecuted inst the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy Railroad Company, recov- 
ering the excess charged over the rate estab- 
lished by law, aniounting to 30 cents or less, 
and the Illinois Central Railroad Company was 
prosecuted to judgment and fined $1,000 for the 
first offense in Douglas County. 

If any other cases have been prosecuted by 
the Commissioners judgment in behalf of 
Yo State I have failed to find any record of 

em. 

The amount collected by this road every day 
by extortion and unjust discriminations will 
more than pay what the fine cost during the 
period of tweive ye 

In Kankakee County is found a valuable coal- 
field. Chicago and ail points between the coalfield 
and Chicago want this coal. Two companies 
opened up shafts and made valuable improve- 
ments and began to ship coal. The shafts are 
one mile apart. The capacity of each mine is 
about the same. The Central Illinois Coal 
Company had for its Treasurer and a stock- 
holder a close family relative to the President 
of the Illinois Central Railroad Company. The 
Central Illinois Coal Company obtained a con- 
tract with the railroad company whereby it 
paid 75 cents per ton for hauling coal from its 
mine to Kensington and Chicago and all inter- 
mediate points free of switching or other 
charges, while the rival company—the Kanka- 
kee Coal Company—was charged $1.36 to Chi- 
caro, $1.10 to Kensington, and subject to 
switching charges. 

This complaint was placed before the Com- 
missioners and was proven to be true, and 
was admitted by the company. And & was 
shown by proof that the unjust discrimination 
was not confined to the one transaction, but 
extended through a long period; yet the Com- 
3 have taken no steps to enforce the 
aw. 

If the commission is powerless to enforce 
the law and protect the people would it not be 
well to repeal the law creating the commission 
and leave che enforcement of the laws to the 
law officers? 

We are bound to me the Commissioners 
are doing all that lies in their posyer to enforce 
the. law and protect the people. We are bound 
to presume the Commissioners are in sympathy 
with the law and desirous of protecting the 
people against transportation monopolies. They 
have the whole legal force of the State at their 
command. Their eases take precedence of all 
other cases in the courts. Yet only one fine 
has been inflicted in Illinois, where many thou- 
sul: ds of violations ot the law have occurred. 

The enforcement of the law has proven a dis- 
mal failure. Can Tue TRIBUNE suggest a 
remedy? | STEPHEN R. MOORE.

His Graphic Recital of the Death-Struggie 


The Story of the Fight Told for the First Time 
by One of the Participants. 


Correspondence Cincinnati Enquirer: One 
night about three months ago Dunn told 
me the story of his killing of Jimmy Elliott, de- 
tailing the terrible incidents in a most graph io 
mauner. The next day I said to him: “1 wish 
you would let me tell that story just.as you 
told it to me. It would make very interesting 
reading for the ‘boys’ who knew you both. 
He replied: * Let me think over the matter a 
week or two. My complete story of the affair 
has never been published, and if I ever consent 
to its being put in print I will let you know.” 
The eve of his departure for New Orleans 1 
reminded him of his promise, and he replied: 
will write it up myself and send it to you.” 

I have been East for the last six weeks, and 
on my return I found in my accumulated mai! 
the foilowing account of the killing in his own 

handwriting, which I reproduce almost ver- 
‘batim: 
. HE STORY OF THE KILLING. 

1 had never seen Elliott untii I made the 
match between him and Sullivan. “ Parson” 
Davies and Elliott lobked atter their interests, 
and I acted for Sullivan. It terminated very 
unsatisfactory to Sullivan.and myseif. Elliott 
played sick, and, although 1 did not feel very 
well toward him, I did not publish him until he 
attacked me most unwarrantably through the 
columns of the Chicago Times. 

Elliott was interviewed_by one of its staff 
in reply to Harry Hill's remarks of the pre- 
vious day in the same paper. After liberally 
berating Hill, he applied an opprobrious re- 
mark to me in his interview, which brought 
enterpri reporters around to see me and 
take down what I had to say upon the subject. 
I gave him my reply in writing at some length, 
and in no measured terms, and having a long 
way the best of the paper tilt, it sent Elliott td 
the bottle, thence, in company with Davies, toa 
gun store, and later in the evening on the ram- 
page after me with a 44-calibre, doubie-action 
revolver. That was the night he lay in wait 
behind Clayton’s door, with his gun in his 
coat-pocket, to kill me unawares as I entered. 

I was duly notified of hig movements, and 
prepared to defend myself whenever we met. 
I continued my ubual. routine and frequented 
my usual haunts, but I never saw Elliott from 


a few days before his newspaper assault until 
squared our accounts in the 


“Tivoh.”’ 

I heard of him on several occasions visiting 
barrooms on the levee in a half-drunken 
condition vowing vengeance against nie and 
displaying a revolver, sometimes two of them. 
I was constantly warned by my friends to be- 
ware of him, and heard his replies to good ad- 
vice from Pinkerton and others, who were 
Friends of mine, and tried to dissuade him from 
his purpose, but to no avail. Consequently, 
when some ot his friends called upon me to 
advise me to pay no attention to what I had 
heard of Elliott, andto let the matter drop, 
coupled with the assurance that if you come 
down with us and see him ve can get him to 
shake hands with you and fix the matter up,” 
it will not seem strange that I flatly refused to 
„shake hands witha man who had laid in 
ambush to murder me without the slightest 
warning, even if he were willing. I further 
told them to say to him that, although I was 
not looking for him, ** we. should, never meet 
but once, and that I hoped we would not 
meet at all.“ 

ALWAYS READY. 

Several times after that I heard the same 
things about him I had beard before, and 
even the night before he left for the West he 
was out looking for me. By the way, even 
a stranger could have found me, dav or night, 
in thirty minutes. Although his absence re- 
lieved me of considerable annoyance, yet the 
constant allusion to the subject by friends and 
Acquaintances kept it ever present, and there 
was not a moment in the whole six weeks from 
the time the trouble began until it ended that I 
could have been taken unawares by him (for I 
knew his treachery and low cunning); so that 
when he returned I was not at all surprised. 
I heard almost as soon as he got to town that 
he had sulked at Dodge City and broken up the 
company in order to return to Chicago, and, 
by doing me up.“ remove the stigma which 
was placed upon him in the eyes of Western 
men for turning his back upon Chicago with a 
fight of his own making upon his hands, and 
the other party in possession of the field. 

The day of the homicide I heard that he was 


standing, in company with Plaisted, on jhe cor- 
ner near Clayton's store, where I was the 
time, but when I went out I did not him. 


So lleft my gun at Thomas’ gun-store to be 
fixed, and went out driving, taking another gun 
with me. When I returned in the evening I 
again exchanged guns, and finally found one 
that suited me ‘at M. C. McDonald’s. Then I 
went to Boyle's to supper. Knowimg that he 
was in town, lexpected to meet him any mo- 
‘ment within twenty-four hours, and therefore 
wished to be alone; in fact, I wanted it over, 
but without my seeking. After dinner I 
walked into the Tivaji (** Appetite Bill's’) whol- 
ly unconscious of his (Eltiott’s) presence there 
until within six feet of him. heh I first dis- 
covered him he was look at me and was in 
the act of making severa rapid „movements 
simultaneously. His right hand was thrust 
into his coat-pocket, his left hand was pushing 
back the chair upon which he had been sitting, 
and his body was in the act of moving to the 
left, as if to reach the aisle in which I was. 
This is what I took in at a glance. 

THE FIGHT. 

As I said before, I -was ever on my guard 
from the first, and wherever I went I had my 
hand on my gun, which I carried in my outside 
coat-pocket. It was so on this occasion. I im- 
mediately fired, without taking aim. His body 
moved so rapidly that I missed it and the bullet 
took effect in his right arm, the shock causing 
him to drop his pistol, which he had just got 
out of his kei. It fell to the floor under the 
table, and he called to Plaisted to pick it up.“ 
while he grasped a chair and held it up before 
him as a shield; but when Plaisted's move- 
ments attracted my attention Mliott raised the 
chair and struck at me, when I fired at him 
again, but did not hit him. The chair caught 
in the chandelier. Plaisted n attracted my 
attention, and as I stepped back a pace to have 
him in front of me also, Elliott. sprang upon 
me, and we grappled r and never broke 
from that time until just before the last shot. 

Just as we clinched Plaisted jumped to 
our side, and thrust a pistol into Elliott's 
hand, saying, Take it, Jimmy!“ At the 
same time he caught my left arm and held 
it down, to give Elliott an advantage. Elliott 
iminediately fired twice in succession. The 
first shot, aimed at me between my eyes, 
passed over my head when I ducked; the next, 
aimed the same as the first, plowed a ridge 
between the s@aip and skull about three 
inches long, somew stunning me. Plaisted

We werestill clinched, and when I[ struggied to 
my feet he forced me backward in a sort of 
running wrestle, in which he tried to strike, 
trip, bite, and do ev ing at once; in fact, he 
had completely lost his head, which gave me 
an opportunity to recover, for I was at that 
period of the fight badly beaten, while he had 
received only a flesh wound inthe arm, After 
forcing me backward to ‘the barroomni-door, 
about twenty or thirty feet, I prepared to 
struggle with him for the fall, but, instead of 
expending my strength, I went down as soon 
as he changed bis hold to wrestle. During all 
the runring scuffle we each held the other's 
pistol arm, but when we fell we were disen- 
gaged, and I turned on my right side and cov- 
ered my pistol with my left arm, so as to give 
the hammer play. Elliott lay flat upon me, 
and thrust the muzzle of his pistol into my ribs 
under my left arm, saying as he did so, I've 
got you now, you Although I had 
not got my gun ina position to suit mel immedi- 
ately pulled the trigger, at the same time brush- 
ing his gun from my body with a quick jerk of 
my elbow just ashe fired. His shot hit me in 
the arm and mine hit him in the grvin, and be- 
fore he recovered from the shockI had re- 
gained my feet.

The Supreme Court of Hlinois has expressly s 
decided. In 1879 George W. Lawrence a 
bill in the Superior Court of Cook County 
for a divoree from his wife Julia. 
She being a non-resident, noticé was given 
ber by a publication ina newspaper. There be- 
ing no appearance, default was taken and a d. 
voree granted. About one year afterward she 
filled a petition in the case stating that notice 
was given by publication only and asking leave 


answer to her busband's bill of complaint. The 
court granted her petition. The husband ob- 
jected upon the ground that be had again mar 
ried before the petition of the wife had been 
filed. The objections were overruled, and upon 
u trial the w succeeded and the divorce was 
denied to the husband, although a degree abso- 
lute upon its face had been entered 
a year before. 

The case was taken to the Supreme Court, 
and decided in favor of the wife. That court 


“applied toa divoree decree as well as-any 
Other,“ and that “a decree of divorce agains’ 
one notified by publication only and who does 
not appear is not absolute until three years 
after it is entered—but conditional, and sub- 
ject to be set aside even thou the com- 
plainant may have married before it is 
aside.“ (Lawrence vs. Lawrence, 73 Hundis, 383.)

‘The earnings of the Louisville & Nashville Rail- 
road decreased $23,000 the third week of February, 
those of the Canadian Pacific $7,000.

The loan now being floated makes an addition of 
3,556,000,000 frances to the debt of France in the 
last six years: The new rentes will amount to 
457,000,000 franes; though it will net the Govern- 
ment only 350,000,000, as the rate of issue is 76.60. 
The loan of 1,000,000,000 francs in 1881 was issued 
at 83.25, so the present rate shows a depreciation of 
6 francs 65 centimes in the credit of the Govern- 
ment in three years. 

The Fall River strikers have thus far lost over

to the idle men. Six of the ten mill’ which stopped 
are now running without the aid of the strikers, 
and the production of goods is about two-thirds of 
the full complement.

Thore was a decided change of tone yesterday in 
commercial circles.

This is 
the second statement compiled here by the Secre- 
tary of our Board of Trade. It is 80 satisfactory 
to the trade that everybody is now asking why the 
work was notundertaken sooner. We note that the 
New York Produce Exchange Weekly takes exteption 
to the‘including of wheat in store at Minneapolis and 
St. Paul because that wheat is held for milling 
purposes. Most of the people who think they 
know the use to which wheat is put think that all 
the wheat grown goes to the mill, except so much 
as is saved out for seed, or lost on the way 
from the feld to the place for grinding into 
flour, It is understood that a good deal of the wheat 
now in store here and in St. Louis is held by local 
millers, but no one ever thinks of making dedac- 
tion therefor. To do so would be to draw too fine 
a line. 

It is reported here that receipts for about 200,000 


bu wheat in Bt. Louis have been withdrawn from ° 


circulation. In the absence of knowledge to the 
contrary it is fair to assume that this is the wheat 
to which we referred two or three weeks ago as un- 
fit to make good flour, and acknowledged to be out 
gf condition. 

From 8t. Louis to New York 200 per 100 Ibs, from 
Peoria to do de, from Milwaukee to do 20c, from 
Chicago 30¢, and as firm as a rock; also rates from 
Minnesota fully maintained. This is the present 
situation as nearly as it can be arrived at, and the 
shipping business here is almost paralyzed in con- 
sequence. It would seem to be about time that the 
Chicago Board of Trade took some action in the

A Trisone reporter met Judge W. W. 
Brookings, of Sioux Falls, Dak., at the Palmer 
House on his way from Washington to Dakota. 

„How are Dakota matters at Washington, 
Judge? he was asked. 

„The opening of a part of the great Sioux 
Reservation west of the Missouri River ,” replied 
the Judge, 18, I think, a certainty. I wish I 
could say as much for the division of the Terri- 
tory and an enabling act for the admission of 
the south halt as a State. I fear we shall not 
get a division, even, this session of Congress. 
The bill introduced into the Senate for division 
and an enabling act will pass that body and go 
to the Speaker's table in the House and there 
remain, for the reason that it will not be 
reached in its order. Could it be reached and 
a vote taken it would pass, although a majority 
of the Democrats would perhaps vote against 
it; but there are enough independent and fair- 
minded Democrats to vote for it with the Re- 
publicans to pass it. The rules of the House 
are such, however, that only about 8 per cent 
of the bills reported from committees reach a 
vote, and under the qircumstances I fear Da- 
kota’s chandes are slim.“
